168 Foals of 1901 Earn Money, but Fail to Score 
Brackets During the Year. 

The uuuiIhm* of winning four-year-olds on the prin- 
cipal tracks in America in 1905 was given at tlie 
head of the (aide in yesterday’s issue of Daily Rac- 
ing Form as 549. It should have la*tn 551. In 
making the second recheck, as is customary with 
all chart, tabular and other figure matter handled 
in the office of this publication, it was found- that 
Game Cock and Ralph Young, while they appeared 
in the list of winners published, hail l*een counted 
among the horses finishing second and third, tint 
not winning. So the uumlier of four-year-old win- 
ners of last year is 551 and the number of horses 
i:t tlie money without winning is 168, instead of 
170. of these 168 “in tin* money horses,” sixty- 
five were third only and the highest amount won by 
any one of them was Russell Sage’s $650.
